The longest time for whi'ih an ant 


sleeps is three and a half hours. On 
awakeuiug they stretch their less, 
yawn, and then carefully clean them- 
selves by applying their legs to their 
mouths and rubbing them over their 
bodies, very much in the style of a 
cat washing her face; after which they 
comb and brush their heads and bodies 
with the natural comb which nature 
gives them. 


The most remarkable thing about 


this is that almost every necessity for 
which we are obliged in our case to 
employ more or lets complicated me- 
chanical contrivances is provided for 
by the physical structure of the ants. 


Ants dean themselves both before 


and after sleep, and also after eating. 
Frequently one ant will lick and brush 
another all over, limb by limb, the ant 
operated on sprawling on her back, re- 
laxing her muscles and abandoning 
herself to the enjoyment of the opera- 
tion. 


They are great hunters, attacking 


snakes, lizards, rats, mice, centipedes 
and beetles. 


They even kill the great African py- 


ihon. It is said that if a python has 
killed an animal, he dare not gorge 
himself with it till he has made a wide 
circuit, and satisfied himself, that there 
are no driver ants in the neighbor- 
hood. If, however, he meets with any 
he abandons his prey to them, and dis- 
creetly retires. A certain species ac- 
tually keep 
cows; in other words, 


plant lice. When the ants are hungry 
they actually milk the aphides by tap- 
ping them brisklj on the sides of the 
abdomen with their antennae till the 
fluid exudes, when it is at once sucked 
up by the ants. 


They shut them up in cow housej 


and use them for days. 


Ants act as soldiers in a very real 


way, ana it is no stretch of language to 
call them pitched battles between ants 
of the same species, and raids of one 
species upon the nests 
of 
another, 


sometimes to carry off the larvae and 
pupae as food (a modified form of can- 
nibalism), and sometimes to supply 
their own cests with slaves. 


Certain ants are agriculturists, and 


allow ant-rice to grow up in a circle 
round their nests, while every other 
plant is carefully cut down as fast 
as it appears. They sow the crop reg- 
ularly, tend it, and harvest it. When 
the seeds fall they are carried into the 
nest, and the stubble is cleared away. 
When the grain in the nest gets 
damped by rain these ants carry it out 
into the open to dry.

OLDEST COAL MINE. 


One it) Europe That Hua Bftett 
Worked 


Oicf ElKht Hundred Tears. 


Franz Buettgenbach, mining engin- 


eer, Aachen, who published last j ear 
a little t>ook on this subject, has been 
dipping again into certain old docu- 
ments and has reached the conclusion 
that the earliest coal mining opera- 
tion antedated the period assigned in 
hife fir>-t book. In a new publication, 
"Geschichtlitheo uber die Entwicke- 
lung des 800 Jaehrigen Steinkohleu- 
beigbaues an <1er \Yoim, 1113-1S98," be 
expresses the opinion tbat coal was 
mined much prior to U13 
it appears 


that coal was, fir=t found m the Liege 
distiict about 1199. long after it had 
been found and worked m the Worm 
district, and no doubt now is enter- 
tained that in tlie \Yorm distiict it 
was worked before 3113. In his "His- 
tory of Coal Mining in Great Britain," 
Galloway says that it ih probable tbat 
jefore the close of the reign of V.'il- j 
uun the Lion (1214) roal was attract- 
ing some attention ou HIP south shove 
of the Frith of Forth, and that during 
the reign of this king a grant of a 
tithe ot the colherj of Carriden, wear 
Blackness, was made to the monks> of 
Holyrood abbej, Edinburgh. This was 
100 yearh after the mines in the Worm 
district were opened 
and regularly 


worked 
It is not likely that coal was 


mined in Great Britain before 
the 


thirteenth ccnlury, whereas it was 
mined m the Worm certainly as early 
as the beginning of the twelfth cen- 
tury, and perhaps c'sen before this.

Niagara's Fantastic Winter Records. 


Niagara has been a mighty good 


news source ever since sightseers be- 
gan to go there to view the big water- 
fall. Not a summer passes without 
its thriving rescues, accidents and sui- 
cides; hardly a. winter rolls by with- 
out some hairbreadth escape from the 
grinding ice. 


Niagara Falls folk oa both sides of 


the river are a little shy about report- 
ing suicides, but the records show that 
the number averages thirty-five a year. 
Some of these self-murders by jump- 
ing into the world's greatest cataract 
are dramatic in the extreme, but near- 
ly all have one feature in common— 
almost every victim appears to be in 
a trance, as If the rushing green 
waters had exercised a strange fas- 
cination over him. In view of Dr. 
Luys. the eminent French hypnotist 
and specialist in nervous diseases, this 
fascination is nothing more nor less 
than hypnotism, and possibly he is 
right, though skeptics might disagree 
with him. He says the steady motion 
of the stream affects good hypnotic 
subjects exactly as does his hypnotic 
machine, made of four glittering cups 
that are kept in rapid revolution, and 
that in most instances the shock to 
the suicide when he strikes the water 
breaks the hypnotic spell, hence the 
almost invariable screaming and fran- 
tic struggling to regain the shore and 
save the life so recklessly risked.
